Decision That Re Is Man in 
Charge of a Train. 


The Illinois 
appellate ¿ourt has 
handed down a decision that is of not 
a little importance to railroad men as 
showing in a legal sense who is in 
charge of a train. 
The court lays down the duty of the 
engineer of a train to ob ey ab soi utely 
and promptly the orders giv ea him b y 
his superior, the conductor of the 
train, in its operation. 
The case is tha t of C. J . Ricker 
against the Big Four, which was tried 
in the circuit court of McLean county. 
Ricker’s child, a^ed 22 months, wa> 
run ov er b y a Big Four train in Ur- 
b ana and b oth legs were cut off. 
Ricker ob tained judgement for $1,800 
The engine was pushing eight car 
loads up grade at a speed of six or 
eight miles an hour, according to the 
ev idence of the trainmen, and the 
conductor anJ b rakeman were on the 
lookout. 
They saw a child on the 
tracks and gav e a signal for emergency 
b rakes. 
The engineer and fireman 
tessitied that they applied the b rake' 
and did all tha t could b e done. 
Rail­ 
road experts testified if the emergency 
b rakes had b een applied, the train 
would hav e stopped inside of fifty 
feet. Instead it ran 450 feet b eyond 
the point where the child was. 
The appellate court therefore con­ 
cludes that the engineman did not 
apply the emergency b rakes and did 
n A do all he could to stop the train. 
The crew testified that the applica­ 
tio n o f the b rakes did not cause a stir 
o r jar o f the train. 
Fo r that reaso n the co urt ho lds 
that the prepo nderance o f evidence is 
that the engineman did no t o bey the 
o rder o f his co nducto r to apply the 
emergency. 
The engineman b tB no right to dis­ 
o bey tha t he may satisfy himself that

HOW TO CAST BALLOT 


Some General Inlormation That Will 
Be Useful to All Voters 
November 8th. 


T W O B A L L O T S A R E T O 
B E V O T E D 


One Being Regular and the Other for 
Special Issues, 


The official ballot to be y oted at the 
coming election in Illinois should be 
well understood before band so that 
no blunders may he made by the 
voter. 
The campaign is at least quiet 
enough for every man to inform him­ 
self thoroughly as to what he wants 
to do and how to accomplish it w ith­ 
out peradventure of a mistake. 
In the first place when he enters 
the voting place he wili be handed by 
tbe judges two ballots. 
One of them 
will be tbe large blanket ballot which 
will contain all the names of tbe can­ 
didates for president and presidential 
electors and for 
state and county 
officers. 
The otner will be a little or 
separate ballot, containing proposed 
amendment to the state constitution 
and certain proposed questions of 
public policy . 
But it is proper to say now that the 
duty of each voter will be to first 
mark the large ballot tor president 
and state and county officers, accord­ 
ing to its preference voting a straig ht 
ticket, or voting tor candidates on two 
or more tickets if he prefers. 
Having finished the large ballot he 
should then open the smaller one and 
proceed to express a choice 
on the 
questions 
there presented. 
These 
question will be tour in number for 
the state at 
lar g e as given below, the 
first being for the amend ment of the 
constitution: 
Amending Article IV by adding 
thereto another section to be num ber­ 
ed 34, authorizing the general assem­ 
bly to provide by state a charter or 
scheme of local self government for 
the city of Chicago. 
This is the Chicago charter schem e 
about which so much has been said 
and which all parties appear to favor. 
Two squares giving the voter a chance 
t i mark ‘‘y es” or “ no” will be printed 
opposite this proposition as all others 
The second is a question of proposed 
public policy as follows: 
Shall the state legislature amend 
the primary election law so as to pro­ 
vide for party primaries at which the 
voter will vote under the Australian 
ballot directly for the candidate whom 
he wishes nominated by his party ? 
On this proposition all voters re­ 
gardless of party should vote “ y es.” 
The next is also a question of public 
policy as follows: 
Shall state legislature pass a law 
enabling the voters of any county , city 
village or township, by majority vote, 
to veto an undesirable action by their 
respective lawmaking bodies? 
The next likewise a question of pro­ 
posed public policy as follows: 
Shall the general assembly submit 
to the electors of the state an amend­ 
ment to the constitution which will 
enable the voters of any county , city , 
village or township to adopt such 
sy stem of assessing and levy ing taxes 
as the voters of such local municipal­ 
ity may desire? 
This is a proposition to have differ­ 
ent sy setm of taxation in operat ion in 
the different counties of the state at 
the same tim e and possibly different 
sy stem in the same county .
